Ottawa, Nov. 13.— Hon. Mr. Tup- 
per, minister of marine, received a pro- 
teat to-day from tho Victoria Board of 
Trade against the reservation of Con- 
stance Covo as a man-of-war anchorage. 
He says the department show that the 
government as far back as 1877 strongly 
pressed for the reservation. A news- 
paper gives currency to the report that 
if the opposition to tbe reaorvution is 
persisted in the naval station will be 
removed to Ilurrard Inlet. 

VAN'COnVEK, Nov. 13. 
The Ottawa correspondent of the 
World wired the following dated to- 
day, which appeared in the evening 
newspaper here, double-leaded : "It is 
rumored that in view of the objection 
raised by Victoria people to the reserva- 
tion of Coiiatance Cove, l^aquinialt, as a 
man-of-war anchorage, that the Imperial 
naval station will be removed to Ilur- 
rard Inlet. The Worbl correspondent 
this afternoon aaUcd the niiiiistcrof ma- 
rine if llie rumor was true. Mr. Tup- 
per said he was not at liberty to deny 
or confirm the report. He recognized 
tho necessity of j)roviding for a naval 
station for ahips-of-war on the Pacific 
coast, and if Victoria people decline 
to allow tbe reservation of Eaijuimalt, 
then it would become a (jueation to 
transler it to some other place. The 
minister pointed out that in November, 
1837, the British Columbia Government 
passed a miuu te of council, which waa 
submitted to the Imperial and Dominion 
Governments, pointing out the import- 
ance of suitable anchorage beiuK reserv- 
ed at Esquimau for the use of Her Ma- 
jesty's ships of war, and urging the 
Dpminion Government to take the ne- 
cessary steps to oarry out the reooni- 
mendatious contained in the letter of 
Admiral De Horsey on the subject. 

A COLORADO BLIZZARD. 



The Logs of Stock Cannot lie 
Over-Estiniated. 



Trains Snowbound, and Pauengers and 
Trainmen Suffer iing for Want of food 
—Loss of Life Beportcd 



Dk.svkb, Colo., Nov. 1.3.- Another 
blixzard is raging from the divide 
country in tliia state, south to the Pan- 
handle of the Texas and Fort Worth. 
Ofliciala sent out orders to start all 
trains on Monday morning, but last 
night the road>WIW^\9oniplete^ blocked 
again. The Rook' Island morning pas- 
senger train arrived one hour late 
from the couth, and' only got through 
with the assistance of heavy 
plows preceding it. Since then, no 
trains ha, e arrived on the Santa Fe 
railway, Midlaml railway, Fort Worth 
railway or Rio Grande railway. Fort 
Worth passengers who were on the 
anowbouud trains on tho Texas line and 
Clayton got as far as Trinidad, where 
they were again detained. The loss to 
cattlemen and sheepmen in C'Olfax coun- 
ty cannot be even estimated yet, but it 
is known that at least 7,1)00 head of fat- 
ted beef cattle, ready for market, have 
perished or are scattered so that they 
are as good as lost to their owners, and 
not less than 30,000 liead of sheep 
have died from exposure. Six boci- 
ies have been recovered to date and 
there are 12 or 15 cowboys, herders and 
stockmen niiasiog, among them 0. W. 
McQuistion, a prominent citizen of 
Raton, who was counting out beef 
steers from the herd when the first 
bli7.zard struck the range ten days ago. 
Seventy-five men shovelling snow at 
Mount Dora, wore out off from food for 
two days and nights. They got some 
sheep out of the snowdrift and roasted 
and ate them. A delayed passenger 
train was cut off from eating stations for 
three days. Tho people <lrew on an ex- 
press car for food. Laborers tapped the 
freight cars conlaiiiing canned goods 
with an iron chisel. Two live goats 
were being shipped in a caboooae, but 
the hungry men cut their throats and 
ate tlieiii raw. Reports say a sick man 
travelling with his children lay on his 
back for two days lielpleea. He bad 
only crackers for nourislmient. 

Kansas Citv, Nov. 13. — Diapatchcs 
from southern and western Kansas state 
that a blizzard is sweeping over that 
country. The wind turned in a north- 
easterly direction last evening, and 
brought with it enow, which in some 
localities is drifting bad. At Arkansas 
City, near the liidiun Territory line, a 
regular "norther" is reported. At 
Wichita snow is flying, aud at Syracuse 
the blix.zard is at its highest. Abilene, 
in tho center of the state, reports high 
wind and heavy snows.

We see by our special telegram from 
Ottawa that the protest of tlie British 
Columbia Board of Trade has created 
aomb little stir in the capital of the 
Dominion. Newspapers, in the interests 
uot of the friends of Victoria certainly, 
juinp at the conclusion that if Victor- 
ians object to Esquimau harbor beiug 
oloaiid, to commerce the naval 
station will be removed to Bur- 
rard Inlet. The wish in this 
instance, no doubt, is father to . the 
thought, or rather the report. If the 
newsmonger had retlectcil a little he 
would have rememliered tliat the choice 
of a naval station is a in^itter of Imperi 
al concern, and that the Ottawa author 
ities have no power to remove the 
station, to Burrard Inlet if they had the 
Inclination, which La by no moans 
certain. Considerations of Dominion po 
litios Have not the slightest weight with 
the man whose duty it is to select the 
station. The telegram to tlie Vancouver 
World haa very much the appearance of 
being a bit of blulf. It is entirely wrong 
to say that the citizens of Victoria ob 
ject to the ships of war having all the 
accomniodation they need in any part 
Esquimau harbor. What they do 
object to is driving merchant ships out 
of the harL>or altogether, which ia really 
the effect of the Order-in-Council.

We are iiuite satisfied lliat if they do 
their part of the work well the rate- 
payers will not place any obstacles in 
their way. A good system of drainage, 
besides being an inestimable advantage 
BH far as the preservation of the public 
hialtli is concerned, will aiid groatly to 
the value of real estate in the city anil 
the suburbs. When intelligent people 
who desire to muko Victoria their place 
of residence on account of its genial 
climate and the beauty of its surround- 
ings, are informed that it is unci rained, 
they regretfully give up the idea uf liv- 
ing in or near it. They know that a 
city of fifteen thousand inhabitantsmust

THE CITY SEWERS. 

It is cheering to see that the Board of 
Aldermen have again t&ken up the Sew- 
erage-question. They ar<S hastening 
slowly— very, very slowly — but there is 
at last a prospect that a beginning of 
thisinioat important work will be made 
in the.not distant futuro. 

The work is one that mu»t be done 
■QODer,0|^later. , There is no chance of 
its he^Dg put off altogether. The city 
of Victoria must be drained. Delay 
doeaJDUch harm and is really of advan 
- tago to no one. The citizens, whether 
they realize it or not, are constantly 
suffering from living on an undrained 
soiL The noxious , gusses which' are be- 
ing generated in, liuder'and around 
theiri dwellings aro constantly doing 
their evil and deadly work. There ia 
no cessation of their action, not even for 
a moment. It is, we know, hard to make 
people generally believe this, but it ia 
true nevertheless. The sickness that 
causes so much sorrow and inconven 
ience and loss in so many households is 
generally attributed to every cause but 
the right one. The poison in the uir 
that undermines the health is invidiourt 
in its operation. It does not make its 
presence-known by any" -very striking or 
impressive indication. But all are 
breathing it, and Some it sickens, and 
some, sad to say, it kills. People do 
not Hay that the sufferers arc 
poisoned or that they aio killed 
by iguoi'uiice and neglect. Tli 
speak of them as having bad colds, i 
fluenjitt, scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
typhoid fever; or us simply as being 
"poorly," as being out of sorts, under 
the weather, without having more than a 
suapicion that violation of the known 
laws of health ia tlio cause of a very 
great part of the illness they ilei)lore 

These evils will become greater the 
longer the work of drainage ia deferred 
If this city were properly drained the 
town would become liciilthier, and the 
death-rate would be innnediately lower- 
ed. The good ellects of the cliangi 
would bo felt at once and in every 
family. Drainage hua produced this 
effect hi other places mid it would pro- 
duo6 the same here. The population of 
Victoria is riipidly increasing. Tho 
older parts of the town are nioie thickly 
inhabited than tliuy were and it is being 
extended in every cliicctioii. The more 
people there aro in tho city the greater 
ueccfftty.pf having it well drained. So 
that-nnder any circumstances tho con- 
struction of tho SQWcr cannot he post- 
poned much longor. 

What has beoii gained by |)ii«t {Icluy 
Simply nothing. There havo been mor 
sickiieu than there ought to have Ijuun 
and more deaths. If tho sewer had 
bean oonatructcd three years ago no one 
would havo been the poorer, and all 
would to a ifreatcr or less extent hiivo 
been benefitted, \^'o do trust that 
tbtira will 1)0 no more unnecessary 
waiting, no more stupid poatponomonta 
of a work that ought to have been com 
pleted long «ro this.

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain is said to he 
;k of political life. He, it appears, 
3 come to the conclusion tluit the 
game is not worth the candle. It is 
not very surprising that Mr. Chamber- 
lain should feel weary and disgusted. 
He is just now the best abused man in 
England. He is denounced by his 
former friends and colaborcrs in vciy 
bitter terms indeed. He is branded as 
a traitor, he is pointed at as a turncoat, 
he, is reproached with being a tuft- 
hunter. It is said that his defection 
from the Liberal party was not caused 
by any real difTerenon of opinion he- 
t .veen htm uiid the Homo Rulers, but 
liy jealousy and ambition. Gludston- 
ians and Home Rulers sneer at him as 
a 'Radical turned Tory, and as being 
more conservative than hereditary 
Tories. Liberal speakers and writers 
have boon at great p.iins to lead tho 
liritiah public to believe that Mr. 
( hamberlain opposes Mr. Gladstone not 
on public, but on personal grounds. 

Reproaches of this kind are very 
hard for an honorable and a high- 
spirited man to bear. He feels thp in- 
justice of them keenly, and they cut 
the more keenly and ranklo longer be- 
cause they come from men who wero 
once, and that not very long ago, his 
friends. Why Mr. CluonberUin should 
be singled out for treatment of this 
kind it is difficult ' to conjecture. The 
question on which the Liberal party 
split is one of principle. It 
is one on which men who had 
t'le highest esteem for each other 
personally, difTered and to.^k different 
courses. John Bright could not agree 
uith Mr. Gladstone on the Home Rule 
q leiition. No two men could have a 
greater regard for each other than 
Ih'ight and Gladstone, yet personal es- 
teem for his leader did not prevent Mr. 
llright from olFering him tlie strongest 
opposition on tho Irish question. But 
no Liberal reproached Mi-. Bright or 
imagined that he was impelled to part 
fiom Mr. Gladstone by any but tho 
purest motives. The same may be said 
of Lord Hartington's defection. I>ord 
llartiugton is universally admitted to 
bu u man of high principle. He cheer- 
fully acknowledged Mr. OUdstone as 
both his intellectual superior and his 
leader, but when the choice was, as he 
considered, between Mr. Gladstone and 
the integrity of the emjiire he did not 
hesitate a single moment. l''roni being 
a respectful follower of .Mr. (!ladstoii<; 
he bei.amo his most uncompromising op- 
ponent. But no one accuses Lord llar- 
tiugton of being actuated by personal 
motives in going over to the opponents 
of the Liberal party. 

Mr. {/"Iiambei lain li.ul the Hume rea- 
jon^i for leaving Mr. (I'ladsloiie as Mr. 
liright and Lord llartiugton hud, and 
there is no reason to believe that he 
vv as was strongly opposed to Mr, Glad- 
stone's scheme of Homo Rule for 
Ireland ns cither liright or 
[fartington or any other of the Ijiheral 
Unionists, mid it docs seem harsh and 
mifc(ding, iLud iiuli'cd almost malicious, 
to attribute to him motives ditfcrent 
I'lom and loweri' tlinniltho^e which'ilbtu- 
atc<l his feUow-disirdentS. But poli- 
ticians are not always considerate or 
oven honorable in dealing with oppon- 
onts, Miiiiy of them when they desire 
to disci'fdit a man wlio by his inlluence 
and talent they consider dangerous, are 
not at all Borupulousi; US to the means 
they use. Mr. Chamberlain is an un- 
commonly able man, and ho exer- 
cises a great deal of influence over the 
radical wing of the Liberal Party. Tho 
Home Killers no doubt believe that the 
I'c'iidicst way to destroy that inlliie|ice 
wa.i to ci'cuto the impression that \u'. is 
not sincere in his advocacy of union, 
and that he is so changed by contact 
with the nristocraoy that he has dis- 
carded his radical princlploa and adopted 
those of I he Tories of the Htrlotest sect, 
rfie continual repetition of these cul- 
iiliiliies Mild miarupiesoiitiitions has 
caused them to bo belinvcd by a consid- 
erable proportion of the British public, 
and Mr. Chamberlain is no doubt deeply 
hurt nfc bfling so oruoUy and grossly mia- 
Judgcd, but he is not the kind of man to 
allnv/ himsulf to ho killed politicivlly by 
abuse and alaiuk'i'. Ho will live down 
tho harsh and unjust judgments tliat 



The laws of trade will aasert thein- 
Bolveslet the men" who .are greedy of 
gain and in haste to be rich do what 

they may. Some time ago the estab- 
lishment of "trusts" caused deep and 
widespread alarm among those who had 
the interest of the consumers at heart. 
It was considered tjiut these devices for 
strangling competition and keeping up 
prices would rob the consuming public 
and cause great suffering, and that tho 
tyrany of the monopolist would become 
so intollerable 03 to provoke a revolution 
which might, in the end, do great injury 
tOilegitimate commerce. But it appears 
tiiat these fears'wero notwAll j;roundcd. 
Tlie "trust" haa been tried and in the 
opiuon of a large proportion of the busi 
n<'ss community it has been found want 
ing. The Copjier Trust, which was to 
regulate the price of copper all over the 
world, was a gigantic concern and its 
resources appeared to be boundless. It 
went to work on a great scale and rnada 
considerable disturbance for a while in 
the world of coiiimeicc, but after a brief 
existence it collapsed and its projectors, 
instead of making immense fortunes, 
were ruined and disgraced. The Sugar 
Ti'ust, of which so much wua heard aome 
time ago haa conio to grief. It wna pro- 
nounced by the courts to be an illegal 
organization and it has boon dissolved. 
The Cotton .Seed Oil Trust was expected 
to do great things for its members at 
the e.\ponse of the consumers, of course, 
hua exploded. Other and smaller 
Ti'ustH do not realize the expectations of 
tliii men who eatablialied them. It is 
hard to kill competition in a free couii- 
ti y II lid in these days. Tliure is one 
Trust, liowever, that has lived long and 
has made untold millions for the men 
who compose it. The Standard Oil 
Trust still flourishes, and there aro 
many who assert that it has done good 
and is doing good. Whether the law 
that gave the .Sugar Trust its death- 
blow applies to it in its present form we 
have no means of knowing, but if it 
does there are many who will not lose 
much time in a))plying it. The Stand- 
ui'd Oil Company haa many onemies. 
While it was growing to its present pro- 
portions it was cruelly unscrupulous. 
It crushed out competition by ovei-y 
means that its managers couhl devise. 
Its victims conaidered themselves 
powerless. But there may be some of 
them surviving who will now try to 
huve their revenge.
